BIOGRAPHIES 


Classical guitarist Danielle Cumming is a performer and teacher whose 
performances have been broadcast in the United States and in Canada on 
national television and radio. She has given recitals, taught master classes 
and served on international guitar competition juries in North America and 
Europe. Danielle is endorsed as a D’Addario Artist by the D’Addario 
Corporation, one of the leading string manufacturers in the world. 

After a year of study in Spain, Danielle released her solo CD, postcards , a 
recording of 20th century repertoire with world music influences. She 
currently is finishing an album of works she commissioned, to be released on 
the German label Aurea Vox. 

Danielle holds a Doctor of Music in guitar performance from McGill 
University and a Master of Music in guitar performance from the University 
of Toronto, where she studied with the renowned guitarist Norbert Kraft. 


Kara Dahl Russell is currently adjunct professor of applied harp at 
Salisbury University. She has had an extensive performance career as a 
professional actress, singer, harpist, writer and artist. She has won three 
Associated Press Awards for Specialty Reporting on Classical Music and a 
Light of Literacy Award (with Commendation from the State of Maryland) 
for her work combining literature, history and music. She performs weekly in 
Baltimore and performs locally and regionally. Kara is the pre-concert 
lecturer for the Mid-Atlantic Symphony Orchestra. 




Formed in 2012 to celebrate the 100th birthday of John Gage, the 
Salisbury University Percussion Ensemble is guided by the spirit of 
his early amateur group, the Cage Percussion Players. Directed by Eric 
Shuster, the unconducted group of music and non-music majors has been 
featured at the PAS Maryland/Delaware Day of Percussion (U.Del; 2015), 
Friday Drums (U.Md: Baltimore Co; 2015), and the Delaware/Maryland 
Percussion Festival (U.Del; 2014). Recent performances included new music 
by Wally Gunn, Dave Molk and Tim Parkinson; tributes to Steve Reich, 
John Bergamo and Cage; and the near-forgotten works of William Russell 
and Johanna Beyer. They have recorded Julia Perry’s Homunculus C.F. for 
harp and percussion and Jerry Tabor’s 40-grit, which was dedicated to the 
ensemble. This season features the works of percussion-music pioneer Fou 
Harrison in celebration of his centenary. 


Eric Shuster is a percussionist and director of the Salisbury University 
Percussion Ensemble. He has collaborated with artists and composers for 
interdisciplinary work and new music, premiered several solo and chamber 
pieces, and performed nationally and abroad in Argentina, Paris, Puerto 
Rico and Thailand for festivals and events such as the Percussive Arts Society 
International Convention and the College Music Society International 
Conference. His interest and research in the theory and performance 
practice of new music have led to writings, presentations and the published 
article “The Secret Behind Herbert Briin’s Moody Moments for Solo Timpani” 
(Percussive Notes ). Eric performs with Steady State, a percussion duo with his 
brother Tim Shuster, and was a fellow for the 2016 Bang on a Can Summer 
Music Festival. He holds degrees from Fouisiana State University (Master of 
Music) and Kutztown University (B.A. in music). He currently is researching 
percussion ensemble music of the early-mid 20th century in the U.S. 




Jerry Tabor composes experimental acoustic and electroacoustic music, as 
well as jazz, for various instrumental combinations. His music has been 
featured at many universities and in festivals across the United States and 
recently was featured at the Gonservatorio Alfredo Casella in L’Aquila, Italy. 

Having earned his doctorate in composition from the University of 
Maryland, Tabor’s research is focused in the areas of composition theory 
and composition pedagogy. His book on a pioneering theorist and cognitive 
musicologist, Otto Laske: Navigating New Musical Horizons, was published by 
Greenwood Press in 1999. 

Tabor is a professor of music in Salisbury University’s Department of 
Music, Theatre and Dance and is executive director of Neuma Records & 
Publications, which is known for its avant-garde and experimental recordings 
and scores. 


Matt Wellins (b. 1983) builds analog electronic instruments. This work is 
influenced by the materially contumacious practices of David Tudor and 
Michael Johnsen and emphasizes the particularities of electronic 
components, the snafus of live performance and general ambivalence toward 
commercial equipment. 

Concurrently, Wellins fosters interests in the experimental loft theater of 
1970s New York, early American shape-note singing and magnetic recording 
for reasons not altogether unrelated from the above. Wellins has presented 
his work - most notably in collaboration with 16mm filmmaker Sarah 
Halpern - at venues such as Anthology Film Archives and EMPAC. Along 
with Johnsen, he maintains the Electronic Music Resource at ubu.com.
